THE POLE AXE 


The Board, Fur Mr. Belton, should not 
have to ay, for special facilities for © the 
Jews. hristians were not allowed to use 
the old-tashioned method of the pole-axe for 
the slaughter of beasts, but the Jews still 
were allowed to cut the beasts’ throats. 

The Chairmad (Mr. J. T, Ennis) asked 
Mr. Belton not to introduce religion. 

Mr. Belton said that it was not a matter 
of religion, and proceeded: “If it is cruel 
for Christians to kill by the pole-axe, it is 
equally crvel for the Jews to it.’ 

Chairman—You are raising a question of 


religion. 

Mr. Belton—I am not; that is ‘rank 

pocrisy. If the Jews do not conform to 
4 Christian methods let them go back to 
Palestine. I hold that if the Jews come here 
to live on Christ.ans they should be made to | 
conform to Christian methods. 

The Medical Officer of Health (Dr. J. A. 
Harbison) remarked that the Jews were 
exempt from the use of the humane killer in 
every other country except Germany.

PARIS, Tuesday. 

The British 100 per cent. ad valorem 
surtax on articles imported in connection 
with the Coronation, which comes into 
force to-day, deals a severe blow to French 
luxury trades.

DROWNED IN A TANK 


- 


COMPENSATION CLAIM 
FAILS 


(BEBFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE AND 
MR, JUSTICE MAGUIRE.) 


The hearing was concluded of an appeal 
by Mrs. Mary Morrison, éf Killadangan, 
Dungarvan, from a decision of Circuit Judge 
Sealy at Dungarvan, dismissing a claim 
brought by her on her own behalf and that 
of her son for £300 damages agains Dun- 
garvan Urban District Council in respect of 
the death of her husband, Patrick Morrison, 
who was drowned on February 9, 1954, an 
a filter tank attached to Killadangan reser- 
voir. It appeared that he fell into the 
tank at night while returning to the care- 
taker’s cottage nearby, in which he had lived 
with his family for one and a half years by 
permission of the Council's caretaker. 

Mr. Ellis (instructed by Messrs. E. A. 
Ryan and Company), for the appellant, sub- 
mitted that the filter tank and reservoir con- 
stituted a concealed danger, or trap, inas- 
much as Patrick --Morrison would not be 
reasonably aware of the depth of the tank 

Mr. P. J. MeEnery, who, with Mr. 
Brereton Barry, K.C. (instructed by Messrs. 
J. F. Williams and Son) appeared for the 
Dungarvan Council, said that the filter tank 
and reservoir" were constructed in the 
ordinary way for the purpose of supplying 
water to the town of Dungarvan, and that 
Patrick Morrison, on the evidence, ought to 
have known of the danger inherent in co™:- 
structions of the kind, and that, owing to his 
position, the Council was not responsible. 

Mr. Justice O'Byrne, in giving judgment 
dismissing the appeal, said that Patrick 
Morrison’s position was that of licensee, and 
the duty of the defendants towards him was 
to see that there was nothing in the nature 
of a trap or-a concealed. danger on the 
premises, and he was satisfied on the evidence

The second ground was based on the 
fact that, since the conviction of the accused 
man, evidence had become available which 
was not available at the time of his trial, and 
which—if it was true and was believed—con- 
clusively established the innocence of the 
accused man. 

Dealing with the objection to the judge's 
charge, Mr. Brereton Barry said that, to put 
it concisely, it was that the judge, in his 
charge, did not put before the jury the case 
for the defence. 
this was a very long case, and that the 
accused man was represented by two counsel, 
both of whom addressed the jury, and it 
would be quite idle to suggest that, in those 
circumstances, there was any obligation rest- 
ing on the trial judge to go through every 
Ean of evidence that was given during that 

ng trial. The judge correctly instructed 
the jury about giving the benefit of any 
reasonable doubt to the accused man, and he 
communicated to the jury that, in so far as 
he expressed any opinion on the facts, that. it 
was simply for their assistance and that they 
were the judges of the facts. Having said 
all that, counsel still submitted that the form 
of the charge and the manner in which the 
case was presented afforded grounds for ob- 
jection to the charge. 

His submission was that the judge had not

CUSTOMS OFFICER’S 
DEATH 


MEDICAL EVIDENCE AT 
INQUEST 


-———_ e-——-_—- 


A verdict that death was due to natural 
causes was returned yesterday at the inguest 
into the death of a Crastoma official, Re 
Joseph Ryan (38), of 4 Northcote avenue, 
Dun Laaahaire, who died suddenly at Carlisle 
Pier, Dun Laoghaire, on December 9. 

The inquest, which was held . ab St. 
Michael’s Hospital, Dun Laoghaire, had been 
adjourned from the previous day. in otder that 
the dead man’s medical adviser, Dr. W. C. 
Cremin, 120 St. Stephen’s Green, Dublin, 
could be present. ! 

In his deposition, Dr. Cremin said that he 
had first seen the deceased man on May last, 
and the latter had given his medical history. 
He had said that he had been suffering from 
asthma and had. been treated for it for a 
number of years previously. Witness found 

that he had dilation of the heart, dilation 
| and elongation of the aorta. He ha screened 
him three times, and had explained to him 
that, owing to his condition, he could not do 
very much for him, but try to keep him 
comfortable; that he should take things easy, 
and do nothing that would cause pain, shock 
or shortness of breatht Owing to the conditions 
of his employment, he advised him to get 
transferred from early morning work. He 
had last seen the deceased man about the end 
of October or at the beginning of November. 
His condition then "was pretty bad. He 
screened him, but found no evidence of a 
developed aneurism. No treatment would 
have lean the deceased man any good, and 
his condition was such that death would 
occur any time under strain or excitement. 

Coroner—You know that Dr, Roche made 
a post-mortem examination, and he discovered 
an aneurism ?— Yes, 

The doctor found that death was due to 
rupture of the aneurism and stated that the 
aneurism was of some months’ standing. No 
treatment. would have done him any good 7— 
I advised him at the beginning that all we 
could do was to try and give him some relief. 

The deceased man's brother asked the wit- 
ness if he had advised his brother in regard 
to the condition of his heart. 

The witness said that he had. and had ad- 
vised him not to do anything that would 
cause palpitation. 

Mr. Ryan—He was taking these weaknesses 
for the last few months. f asked him if you 
had said anything about his heart, and he 
sai.l that you had not. 

Dr. Cremin—I explained to him that owing 
to his eondition I could not de very mach for 
him, but keep him comfortable, and that he 
should do nothing that would» cause pain, 
or shortness of breath. 

Mr. Ryan—It is only withm the last few 
weeks that he was complaining of a violent 
pain in his chest. lt was only last Sunday 
that we asked him to go to see a specialist. 

Dr. Cremin said that he had told the 
deceased of his condition. 

Mr. Ryan—He remained very silent about 
the dhale ure. 

Coroner—That is customary in these cases. 

The Coroner said that it was quite natural 
that when a person died the relatives should 
feel the matter, and in a case of that kind 
| when there was any possibility of doubt, the 
fallest imyestigation should be given to it. 
They had heard the evidence of the doctor 
who had attended the deceased man, and 


post-mortem examination. . The only differ- 
ence was that the latter found an aneurism. 
‘Dr. Cremim had screened him three times and 
had found that the aorta was dilated. The

We could do with yo farmers’ clubs 
here on the lines that ioe organisations 
are carried through in England. There. 
these clubs, founded by Lord Northcliffe 
in 1921, are instrumental in brin ing not 
only young farmers together, Ret all 
country dwellers are welcome to share in 
the social and cultura] advantages which 
they offer. With all the wireless inven. 
tions and the rapid tramsport of modern 
times, ‘clubs like these are ‘necessary to 
combat the urbanising effect of the times 
in the interest of the land. They are 
doubly necessary in Ireland, where al] 
young farmers are pressed into political 
movements and clubs which absorb all 
their interests and in many cases embitter 
their outlook. In England these clubs 
are run in rural districts, where young 
men are encouraged to take an interest in 
all living things and in the work of the 
farm. Each member is deputed to look 
after some special crop, or some particular 
stock, whether it be ‘the rearing of 
Guernsey calves or pigs, the tending of 
bees, or the marketing of poultry. Une 
young man may be given the task of 
devoting his energy to the improvement 
or yield of a special crop. ní are in- 
structed in agriculture, and, at the same 
time, are taught to build walls and cut 
hedges. The country bumpkin grows 
rarer since the establishment of these 
clubs, for there are entertainments to 


develop these club members’ social ten. 
dencies.

Favouring the Bigger Nations 


New. suggestions concerning the Davis 
Cup competition keep on cropping up year 
after year, and each one seems to be more 
remarkable than the last. The latest, 
which is actually to be placed before the 
responsible committee, is that the entries 
should be limited to twelve, and that these 
twelve teams should take part in a com- 
petition held in the course of a fortnight's 
tournament at one specified centre. The 
specified centre would, of course, mean 
that London, Paris, New York, Sydney 
and Berlin would house the fixture in 
rotation, which would be lovely for those 
countries ; but it is extraordinary that the 
smaller nations, who are really the life's 
blood of the world’s principal inter- 
national competition, should be so totally 
yznored in all these schemes. The charm 
of the Davis Cup is that it has spread al] 
over the.world, and annually attracts an 
entry of about thirty nations. The fact 
that it has been monopolised by three or 
four does not prove that it is in an un- 
healthy condition, nor does it give that 


minority the right to introduce rules to 
suit themselves. 


Present Conditions Suit Ireland 


Three years ago the qualifying scheme, 
sponsored by Great Britain and France, 
was rushed through. It limited the 
number of entries in the actual competi- 
tion to six or eight from Europe, and 
allowed the less important nations to fight 
it out among themselves, at the back-end 
of the summer, for the right to send one 
or two of their number into the draw for 
the following season.

roomed flat and three-roomed cottage ts not 
given to a man who can well afford to pay 
an economic rent for better accommodation 
for his family With 4.000 better-class 
dwellings on the St. Anne’s Estate this source 
of complaint should disappear.

WAGES AND BOOKINGS 


After stating that cinema wages in this 
country are from 50 to 100 per cent. higher 
than those paid in England, Scotland, or 
Northern Ireland, the memorandum records 
in detail the revenue from entertainment 
tax, income tax, etc., to the Free State 
Government, and points out that the effects 
of a widtspread purchase or leasing cf 
cinemas, or building of new cinemas hy 
foreign firms, were extremely serious to the 
industry and the State. 

The superior booking power of foreign- 
controlled cinemas would enable them to 
secure the biggest and most profitable 
pies at much lower terms than Gas paid 
yy individuals and small groups now in 
business in this country. Jrish cinemas would 
have to be satisfied with second-rate and 
poorer films, and would suffer a definite loss 
of publie. patronage, Eventually they would 
be forced out of business. In addition, any 
increase in the number of “first run.” houses 
would make competition for “‘ feature films” 
even more severe. ' 

“In so far as staffs are concerned,” the 
memorandum states,  “- foreign-controlled 
cinemas will almost certainly leave little 
profit im this country, pay no income tax, 
and maintain no office staff. Alien managers 
would be established here, but all activities 
directed from head offices.’’ 

The Association did not object to legiti- 
mate competition, but felt strongly that so 
important a social service as the provision 
of entertainment for the people should be 
in the control of Irish nationals, and directed 
and supervised solely by such. The Associa-

DEAN’S ADDRESS 
The Very Rev. R, M. PRoyd said that all 


were agreed that mankind in this genera- 
tion was tied and bound in the 
chains of fear, disaster, and enmity;

a It was beginning to realise that. if 
freedom did not come soon disaster’ must 
await our civilisation. But mankind had not 
yet sufficiently realised that civilisation was 
in danger; that it was smashing itself to 
pieces for lack of spiritual things. It had 
neglected to build upon the spiritual founda- 
tion, and that was the cause of the anxiety 
and enmity of the present time. 

“If we Christian people are to make a 
contribution to the world’s salvation which 
we ought to be making we must get back 
to the realisation that the fundamental need 
for mankind is to build up both the in- 
dividual ‘and corporate life upon a foundation 
that is spiritual and not material.” 


A GREAT OPPORTUNITY 


It was only as they accepted that fact that 
they would be able to give the world that 
which would enable men to rise to the spirit 
of trust and love. Was it untrue 
to say that the majority of Christian 
people had only a slight enthvsiasm for 
the missionary work of the Church’ 
Some were heedless of the universality of 
Christ’s claim; others were too selfish and 
too wrapped up in their own concerns. To be 
scornful of the work of the missions dis- 
played a lack of knowledge; but the real 
enemy of the work was indifference. 

They never before had such an opportunity 
for spreading the Gospel than they had to- 
day. In India millions of untouchables were 
being led out of heathenism. It might be 
that they would become Communists and 
materialists, but it was not an exaggeration 
to say that the majority were turning towards 
Christianity. The spirit for change was 
sweeping nations along to-day, and in that 
spirit for movement and unrest lay the oppor- 
tunity. of the Christian Church, From all 
sides came the cry ' “Come and help usa,” 
but the labourers were few.

MEDIATION PROPOSALS

to European peace involved thereby.

to renounce forthwith all direct or indirect 
action which might be calculated to lead to 
‘foreign intervention in relation to the con. 

Spain, and as a consequence to 
address to their representatives on the 
London Committee appropriate instruc. 
tions with a view to the organisation of a 
fully effective control. 


SUPPORT FOR PLAN 


The four Governments were also invited 
to join H.M. Government and the French 
Government in a spirit of humanity in an 
endeavour to end the conflict in Spain by 
means of an offer of mediation, with the 
object of enabling that country to give 
united expression to its national will. 

“The replies of the four Governments 
have now been received,” Mr. Eden went 
on.” “ The Government of the Union of 
Soviet Socialist Republics have given their 
support to the proposals, and the German 
and Italian Governments, while doubtful!

Reverend Thomas 0O’Doherty, 
Bishop of Galway and Kilmacduagh, and 
Apostolic Administrator of Kilfenora, died 
yesterday evening at his residence in 
Galway, aged 59. The Bishop of Elphin 
(Dr. Doorly), the Bishop of Clonfert (Dr. 
Dignan) and other friends and Churchmen 
were with him at the end. 

Never of a robust constitution, Dr. 
O'Doherty had been in failing health for 
some time past. Under medical advice, 
he had gone to Harrogate, and after three 
weeks’ rest he returned to the Palace, 
Galway, at the beginning of this month. 
His last public appearance was at the 
Feast of St. Nicholas, in Galway Cathe- 
dral, on December 6. He was to have ' 
presided at the annual meeting of 
the St. Vincent de Paul Society 
at Ozanam House, Galway, on Sunday last, 
but had an acute attack on Saturday 
evening and the Very Rev. Canon Nestor 
took his place. 

After his doctcrs had visited him on 
Saturday night but little hopes were 
entertained of his recovery. Nevertheless, 
so little was known of the serious turn 
taken by his illness that the news of his 
death came as a great shock to the people 
of his diocese. 


EARLY EDUCATION 


The Most Rev. Thomas O'Doherty. was 
born at Lissacull, Ballaghaderreen, Co. Ros- 
common, in November, 1877. He received 
his earlier education at the local school and 
later went to Summerhill College, Sligo. 
of which in after years he was to become 
one of the most distinguished professors. 
At Summerhill he showed exceptional 

romise as a Classical Scholar, became an 
ixhibitioner, and obtained the Gold 
Medal for English. In 1895 he entered 
Maynooth, ar obtained his degree at the 
old Royal University. In Maynooth he 
revealed outstanding ability, and held a 
record. as a prizeman which is probably 
unique. A year after he had entered tile 
College in 1906 he took first place for the 
Solus Essay in Greek. In 1907 he was 
awarded first place for the essay in Italian ; 
in 1908 again he headed the College with 
first place in English, and in the follow- 
ng year he captured the first prize for the 
Solus Essay in History. 

Not only had he a great gift for lan- 
guages, but he was regarded as one of the 
most brilliant theological students who 
ever have passed through the halls of 
Maynooth. He was fo. 2 Paar at May- 
nooth in 1902, but his Bishop preferred 
that instead of going to the Dunboyne 
Ectablishment he should take up his task 
as Professor of Greek at Summerhill Col- 
lege. He remained there until 1910, when 
he was appointed Dean at Maynooth. 


APPOINTED BISHOP 


When the See of Clonfert became vacant 
in September, 1919, upon the trans- 


lation of the Most Reverend Dr. 
Gilmartin to the Archiepiscopal 
Province of Tuam, Dr. O'Doherty 


was appointed Bishop of Clonfert. 
After four years in Clonfert he became 
Bishop of Galway and Kilfenora and 
Apostolic Administrator of Kilmacduagh 
in succession to the late Most Rev. Dr. 
O'Dea, 

He entered Galway as its bishop in 
November, 1923, and shortly after his 
translation became Secretary to the Irish 
Hierarchy, a position he had held with 
distinction ever since. His ready pen was 
in no small measure responsible for the 


clarity of the various pronouncements 
um from Maynooth. '

When the first list of subscribers to the 
dependents of the victims of the 1916 in- 
surrection appeared, Dr. O’Doherty’s name 
figured in it, and when a number of Irish 
priests went to England to express their 
sympathy with the Most Rev. Dr. Mannix on 
the treatment that had been accorded him 
by the Lloyd George Government, Dr, 
O'Doherty accompanied them. 

He came to Loughrea as Bishop of Clonfert 
when the “trouble” was at itg height, and 
during his occupancy of the Palace at 
Cooreen it was twice raided by the 
Auxiliaries, presumably because of his out- 
spoken sympathy with the people. 

On the occasion of his consecration as 
Bishop of Clonfert, in 1919, he made a strong 
pronouncement condemning the régime of 
terrorism that then prevailed, and favouring 
the bringing peace to Ireland by according 
her the status of full freedom. 


AS VOCALIST 


Dr, O'Doherty was also an excellent 
vocalist, and possessed a tenor voice of great 
purity and considerable range. He had 
tunght music at Summerhill, and, during the 
absence of Professor Beverunge, he took 
charge of the Maynooth choir. He recently 
introduced the Gregorian plain-chant to many 
churches throughout his diocese. 

During his thirteen years in Galway 
thousands of pounds were expended on build- 
mg and improving country churches and in 
improving schools. He always believed m 
facilitating country congregations in .remote 
places, and among the most recent churches 
built and improved in the vicinity of Galway 
were Camus, Oughterard, Furbough and Salt- 
hill. Dr. O Doherty presided at the opening 
of the Franciscan hostel of St. Anthony's 
College, Newcastle, Galway, where now the 
fathers and scholastics from Louvain reside, 
aud at the opening of the new Patrician 
Brothers’ schools, .Nun’s Island 

Unhanpily he did not live to see his 
dearest wish fulfilled, in the laying of the 
foundation-stone of the new cathedral for 
Galway. 

Charitable to the last penny of his income 
be not only gave generous subscriptions tor 
cnurch building, but supported every social 
movement, and when his Faith permitted he 
never missed a conference of St. Vincent de 
Paul. 

In public affairs, as such, he took but little 
part; but, in addition to being a close per- 
sonal friend of Mr. W. T. Cosgrave, T.D., 
he was a firm supporter of the Cosgrave 
régime. He led the first deputation to Mr. 
P. McGilligan, then Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, on the question of securing 
Goverument support for the bill to develop 
Galway Harbour, and he made an eloquent 
plea for the development of the West as a 
tourist centre at a special dinner given to 
the directors of the Irish Tourist Association 
at the Great Southern Hotel, Galway. 

He was specially chosen to sing the Mass 
at the opening of the Catholic Truth Society's 
Congress in bu 

A great believer in the cult of athletics 
among Irish youth, he threw in the ball at 
Croke Park when Galway won the All- 
Ireland final in 1934. He took the keenest 
interest in the Schools’ Boxi League 
and in the Gaelic hurling and football 
at the Diocesan College of St. “py; fe He 
was a member of Galway Golf Club and 
played regularly up to a couple of years 
ago, when ill-health came upon him. 

To-day the RBishop’s remains, in full 
canonicals, will lie in state at Mount St. 
Mary's Palace. ~The public will be admitted 
during the afternoon. The remains will be 
removed to the Pro-Cathedral of St. Nicholas 
at six o'clock on Thursday evening, and 
after Office and Solemn Requiem Mass at 11 
o'clock on Friday morning the interment will 
take place in St. Patrick's Church, where 
he buried the remains of his two 
immediate predecessors, the Most Rev.

MAN was killed in Charlemont 
street, Dublin, last night when the 
coping on the parapet of a public-house 
collapsed, having been loosened by the 
heavy wind, and fell into the street. 

The man, Thomas Logan (30), of 12a 
Charlemont «place, was walking by the 
house with a friend, when the large mass 
of stone became disconnected from the 
roof of the house, and before he could 
jump clear he was caught. The man who 
ad been walking alongside him escaped. 
A large crowd collected at the spot and 
Logan was extricated from the débris and 
taken in a passing car to the Meath 
Hospital, where he was found to have 
extensive head injuries, from which he 
died shortly after admission. 

The public-house is the property of Mr. 
T. Cox, and closed for the night shortly 
before the accident. A number of 
customers had left the public-house a 
short time before the accident.

PLEA FOR A BETTER 
UNDERSTANDING 


R. FRANK MacDERMOT, T.D., was 


the principal speaker at a meeting 


of the Literary and Scientific Society of 


Queen’s University, Belfast, last night, 
when he gave an address on “ The Future 


of Ulster,” in which he dealt with the 


relations. between the Free State, the 
North and the Empire. 

There was a widespread impression, 
said Mr. MacDermot, that what the 
majority in the South really wanted above 
all things was a Republic separated from 
the Commonwealth. This was an illusion. 
“If Mr. de Valera wanted a 26-county 
Republic, he has nothing to do but to 
declare it. As for a 32-county Republic, 
which he declares to be his real aim, I 
would gladly travel a thousand miles to 
see his face at the moment when that prize 
was offered to him. The considerations 
which keep him from the Empire at pre- 
sent would be multiplied if he had to 
think of a 32-county unit rather than a 
25-county unit. 


AN IDLE DREAM 


“ Economic self-sufficiency has proved to 
be an idle dream. The Irish Free State 
was going down-hill at catastrophic — 
when it was saved by the Coal-Cattle Pact 
of February, 1935, later me ty and 
improved by the Anglo-Irish trade agree- 
ment of February, 1936, and, if rumour 
does not err, to be further enlarged by a 
trade agreement of February, 1967.'' 

The notions with which Fianna Fail had 
come into office had been exploded. It 
was realised that they could not live with- 
out the British market. ‘‘ Mr. de Valera 
and his colleagues must go on talking about 
a 32-county Re ublic. To do so is part 
of a stereotyped tradition from which, as 
yet, they cannot afford to venture. 

“- In spite of the abolition of the Oath 
of Allegiance and the removal of the King 
from our internal Constitution—in spite of 
the so-called economic war—Í can say 
confidently that anti-British feeling is far 
less acute in the Free State to-day than 
when I first entered the Dajl. The 
responsibilities of office have given the 
Fianna Fail Party an economic and poli- 
tical education which they badly needed, 
and the fact that they are quite volun- 
tarily staying in the Commonwealth takes

Harry Brunette, the desperado, who 
played the chief réle in New York’s 
‘Sidney Street ” siege early to-day, may 
rong the rest of his life in prison. During 
the “siege” on the fashionable riverside 
drive, Brunette and his wife, known as 
Arlette Lebeau, fired numerous shots at 
thirty ‘‘G’* men and 150 police. Under a 
new Federal law Brunette may be sentencec 
to ten years for each of the shots he firec 
and a further ten for each man he firecl 
at. 
Stationed along the street and on the 
house-tops, '“ G'' men and police formec| 
a cordon round the gangster and his wife. 
A few policemen who went earlier to the 
ground floor flat in which the couple were 
asleep, and called to them to come out, 
had been met with two shots.

A hundred shots had been 
fired before police closed in from all sides 
and hurled tear-gas bombs at the flat. 
Even then Brunette and Lebeau were not 
captured until the woman had been shot 
in the back.

PUSHING OUT THE CROWN 


Perhaps you will disapprove, as I do. 
said Mr. MacDermot, of the use of the 
opportunity furnished by the abdication 
of King Edward in order to take the 
Crown out of our infernal Constitution- 


It was, however, well known that this 
was going to be done ing few months 
time. and it was, I am afraid, inevitable 


that Mr. de Valera should prefer to do it 
at a moment when it was least likely to 
| excite attention in Great Britain. 

| What strikes me as really remarkable 
is that during these two days of heated 
| debate in the Dail there was not a single 
scurrilous or even hostile speech about 
the Crown. Moreover, in the country 
generally the delicate situation which 
prevailed for a week or two was treated 
with dignity and restraint. 

I myself am constantly preaching 
acceptance of the King as King of Ireland, 
and pressing the view that this is the most 
hopeful basis for a united Irish nation, 
and, in spite of recent events, this 
doctrine, unless my instinct is altogether 
deceived, is falling upon ears that are less 
and less hostile and unreceptive. 


LANGUAGE EXPERIMENT 


There are no aoubt some other Free 
State policies that will seem to you 
partitionist in character. One is com- 
pulsory Irish. I myself have grave doubt 
about the wisdom of that policy—-doubt 
as to whether it can succeed, and doubt 
as to whether if it succeeeds, the result 
may not be to promote racialism rather 
fhan unity and to impoverish our mental 
and spiritual equipment rather than to 
enrich it. But I would plead with you 
not to be wholly unsympathetic to this 
great experiment. 

What other real barrier is there between 
us? Surely not religion. The evidence is 
overwhelming that Protestants in the Free 
State have nothing to complain of in the 
matter of religious toletgnce. We have 
nothing down South of that seventeenth 
century idiom of sectarian controversy 


which, I am afraid, is far from extinct in 
Ulster. 


CULTURE AND ABILITY 


There is room for great improvement in 
education, but, even as things stand, I 
venture to doubt whether there is more 
culture and ability on the front benches 
at Stormont than on the front benches in 
Leinster House. Men like Mr. de Valera, 
Mr. Lemass, Mr. McGilligan, Mr. Dillon, 
and, above all, the late Mr. Patrick 
Hogan, would, I think, reach the front 
rank in any Parliament in the world. At 
Imperial Conferences or at the delibera- 
tions of the League of Nations our repre- 
sentatives have certainly not been put to 
shame by comparison with the representa- 
tives of other nations of the Common. 
wealth. 

The disease of separatism, he said, in 
concluding, has pretty nearly run its 
course. Ireland simply cannot afford to 
quit the Empire—a 32-county Ireland 
even less than a 26-county one. But there 
is an immense difference - from the

“ECONOMIC SOLUTION 


Mr. Norman Barnett, President of the 
Society. introducing Mr. MacDermot, said 
that there were those in the hall who 
might not agree with the invitation to 


Mr. Macl*ermot to address the meeting, 


but, in his opinion, Mr. MacDermot was 
the best of a bad lot—(laughter)—and 
they should hear him out. He had fol- 
lowed Mr. MacDermot’s As neart and 
believed that he represen a creed in 
relation to Trish politics which he believed 
in, and which was the creed of John 
Redmond. Mr. MacDermot was. one of 
the few men*who presented a solution not 
based on bigotry. He himself believed 
that the only solution of the Irish problem 
was an economic one, and if Mr. 
MacDermot could convince them that 
political wnity had also economic unit 
they would feel that it had been worth 
their while to ask him to speak at the 
meeting. 

Mr. MacDermot’s address was received 
with cheers from the large gathering of 
students, and Mr, Reed (Treasurer) pro- 
posed a vote of thanks. He said that there 
was a considerable body of responsible 
Ulster opinion disposed to question prin- 
ciples which they had accepted readily 
enough in earlier and more troubled times. 
The question was asked, for instance, if 
civil enmity and religious bitterness 
formed a necessary condition of civil and 
religious liberty. The closing down of some 
of their linen mills and of one of their 
two shipyards could not at all justify the 
policy of sitting at a respectful distance 
in canine disposition waiting for the sops 
that might be thrown to them in the 
British Parliament. If religious @re- 
judices, so strong in North and South, 
were set aside, it would probably lead to 
a greater material prosperity. 


UNION IMPOSSIBLE 


Mr. F. Breen, seconding the vote of 
thanks, said that Mr. MacDermot’s speech 
was idealism, which had paid no atten- 
tion to the facts of the case. The union 
of Ireland had now become practically 
impossible, because it disregarded the facts 
oí history and only stressed the facts of 
geography. Geagraphy should make Spain 
and Portugal one 'eonntry and Norway 
and Sweden another country, but history 
made them separate. Mr. MacDermot 
seemed to believe that, if the situation of 
1914 came again, the Free State would 
stand by the Empire; but the events of 
the past week had proved otherwise. 

Mr, Garrett McDermott said that the 
two things at the root of the Irish trouble 
were land and religion—the Southerner 
claimed the land of the North, and the 
Northerner was determined to hold the 
land and the religion against either war- 
like invasion or peaceful penetration. 

Mr. J. McDowell, who said that he was 
a Northerner in the Free State for his 
own advancement, disapproved of the 
education of the children in the South, 
which was such, he said, that would not 
permit the growth of the Commonwealth 
plant. 

Other speakers in support of the vote 
of thanks, which was passed, were Messrs. 
P. Mayben, C. Cree, J. Murray and Miss 
McKenna.

HE order of ceremonies for the Procla 

mation of King George the Sixth by 

the Governor of Northern Ireland at the 

Houses of Parliament, Stormont, Belfast. 
on. Thursday, was issued to-day. 

The Governor, the Duke of Abercorn 
attended by Sir Dawson Bates, Minister 
of Home Affairs, and his suite, will leave 
Stermont Castle at 11.20, and proceed to 
the Houses of Parliament, where a guard 
of honour of the 1st Battalion of th» 
Border Regiment will be mounted. The 
guard will receive the Governor with a 
Royal salute. 

The Governor will then proceed to the 
Conference Room, where a meeting of the 
Privy Council of Northern Ireland will 
be held, at which the Governor will take 
and subscribe the oath of allegiance ani 
the official oath to King George VI. 

A prociamation acknowledging the new 
Sovereign will then be read and approve:l 
and signed by all present, including, in 
addition to the Privy Council, “ certain 
gentlemen of quality.” 

Subsequently the members of the Senate 
and House of Commons will assemble ‘n 
their respective Chambers and proceed to 
the Central Hall, where the Governor 
will address them and the Lieutenants ol 
Counties and County Boroughs, and pro- 
claim King George VI. - 

At the conclusion of the reading of the 
proclamation the buglers will sound a 
flourish, the National Anthem will be 
played by the band in the grounds on a 
signal from the Central Hall, and a 
twenty-one-gun salute will be fired by a 
saluting battery stationed in the grounds 
of the Houses of Parliament. 

In the afternoon a loyal address will be 
moved ‘n both Houses.

NEITHER RIGHT NOR

The Times remarks in an editorial 
article to-day :—The Council of the League 
of Nations Union yesterday approved ai 
the Conway Hall a resolution approvinz 
the objects of the International Peacc 
Campaign, but refusing to. saddle the 
Union with responsibility for them. It :s 
a resolution which represents a triumph 
for common-sense on the part of the 
Executive Committee ; for it has heen sub- 
stituted for an earlier draft of a very 
different character appearing on the pre 
liminary agenda. The Committee seeme‘l 
originally to be carried away by the 
innocuous principles enunciated by the 
International Peace Campaign. They 
proposed n-t only to convert the National 
Declaration Committee, which was respon- 
sible for the egregious peace ballot, into 
a British offshoot of the Internation. 
Peace Campaign, but also to pay a subsidy 
of £1,009 a year to that organisation out 
of their own already strained resources. 
This proposal would have done in- 
calculable damage. Indeed, it would have 
been fatal to the non-party character of 
the League of Nations Union—a character 
which has been maintained with very 
me difhculty, and without which the 

Jnion would most certainly lose all the 
influence that it stil] retains in responsible 
quarters—for the International Peace 
Campaign is the English title of a mush- 
toom growth called the Rassemblement 
Universal pour la Paiz, the origin and 
composition of which must be seriously 
suspect. 

The League Against Imperialism and 
other organisations associated with the 
International Peace Campaign have been 
stigmatised in an official publication of the 
Labour Party as ancillary or subsidiary to 
the Communist Party, whereas many other 
bodies, including the British Trades Union 
Congress, who are the firmest friends of 
the League of Nations, have refused or 
withdrawn from association. The desire 
to collect the greatest number of organira- 
tions, irrespective of their political affilia- 
tions, in support of efforts to ensure peace 
} is natural enotgh, though it is fraught 
with serious dangers to peace itself. For 
example, the peace ballot, with which 
some members of the Union are so inex- 
plicably pleased, had no other effects than 
to help in delaying the restoration of 
British defences, and thus actually to 
endanger peace while giving foreign 
observers the impression that the British 
desire for peace, which they all knew 
before the ballot, might be a mere desire 
to shirk responsibility. 

The world badly needs a League 
reformed and reinforced on the lines 
already suggested at “Seneva, concludes 
The Times, and the League of Nations 
Union will be wise, indeed, to reserve its 
energies and its finances for the support 
of such efforts as are unequivocally free 
from the suspicion of sharing the obses- 
sions either of the Right or of the Left.

THE CRISIS OF 1931 
RECALLED 


Before the crisis which forced Great 
Britain off the gold standari in Septem. 
ber, 1031, the fiduciary issue stood at 
£260,000,000. It was on Julv ól in that 
year, when the flight from the pound had 
become acute, that the Bank of England. 
owing to a heavy loss of gold, found itself 
with a reserve of only £33,947,794 with 
which to meet an alarming growing de- 
mand for gold. 

The Bank then raised a foreign credit of 
£50,000,000, and took advantage of the 
Bank Notes and Curren ; Act to apply for 
permission to increase the fiduciary issue 
to £275,000,000. | 

At the end of March, 1033; the fiduciary 
issue reverted to the nre-September, 1951, 
amount ef £260,000,000. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer yester-. 
day explained that the amount of old 
held in the Issue Devartment of the Bank 
of England wonld be increased by 
£65,000,000 as a temporary measure. The 
difference between that figure and the 
amount by which the fiduciarv issue is to 
be reduced is, therefore, £5,000,000, and 
presumably there will be an increase of thc 
notes in issue by this amount. 

The last account of the Issue Depart 
ment of the Bank of England showed that 
on December 10 notes in circulation 
amounted to £458.852,044, with £49,808, 502 
in the Banking Department. This makes 
a total of £508,660,346, which is covered 
by the fiducidry issue of £260,000,000— 
represented by Government and other 
Securities—and gold eoin and bullion 
worth £248,660,546. 

When asked by a reporter what would 
be the net result to the public of the 
transaction, a well-known economist 
replied, “ absolutely nothing. He ex- 
plained that there had been for some time 
a surplus gold reserve not only in the 
Bank of England, but also in the Exchange 
Equalisation Fund, What, presumably, 
was to be done was to share this, and put 
some into the Bank of England. 

If they did that in the normal way, he 
said, it would enable a large expansion of 
currency to take place, and might lead to 
an inflation of prices. By reducing the 
right to. issue, the position is left. almost 
unaltered. 

He presumed that the difference of 
£5,000,000 between the increase of the gold 
reserve and the amount by which the 
fiduciary issue was to be reduced would be 
accounted for by the usual expansion due 
to the Christmas’ trade.

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NEW FRENCH BOND 
ISSUE 
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FINANCE MINISTER 
EXPLAINS

PARIS, Tuesday. 


The latest French Government scheme 
to raise more money—the new issue of 
short-term bonds — will probably be 
launched on Thursday next. 

M. Vincent Auriol, the Finance Minister, 
explained in the lobbies of the Chamber 
this evening that the loan would be com- 
posed of two categories of shares. Bonds 
of the first category will be issued in 
denominations of 100 francs against pay- 
ment of gold, and will be redeemable in 
three years at 140 francs. 

The second category will be issued 
against the surrender of Baby Bonds (4 
per cent. one-year bonds in smal! denomi- 
nations) floated by M. Vincent Auriol 
earlier in the year. They, too, will be 
redeemable at 140 francs, but the period 
of redemption is longer. 

The rate of interest has not yet been 
fixed. 

Persons who sold gold to the Bank of 
France at the old price, after the devalua- 
tion of the franc, will benefit to the extent 
of the difference between the pre-devalua- 
tion and present world price of gold.

“Refugees and the Irague™” was the 
subject of an address by Miss H. Chenevix 
at the monthly luncheon given yesterday io 
the “Country Shop,” St. Stephen's Green, 
Dublin, by the League of Nations Society of 
Ireland. . 

Miss Chenevix said that there was an im- 
portant difference between refugees and 
emigrants, and drew attention to gp 1 
disabilities under which refagees ered, 
legally and otherwise. There had. been a 
great increase m the number of refugees in 
recent years. At one time only Armenian 
refugees were heard of, and then Russian 
refugees, Then during the Great War there 
were the Belgian refugees, but in the last 
four years there had come a great flood of 
refugees from Germany. These created an 
unique situation, because when Hitler came 
into power he determined to rid Germany of 
Jews and Coimmanists, and of active gree 
-- e Whe were working for ce, an 
mg ok oe some of the. inet’ minds in 
the country. | 

There were about a million refugees, and 
the problem was far too big for any one 
country or group of countries. It must be 
dealt with internationally, and was beyond 
the ability of voluntary organisations. 

The Friends’ Emergency Committee and 
the Save the Children Fund and other such 
organisations were doing immense service in 
yroviding relief ot physical needs, and if they 
had sufficient fund: 
of that aspect of the work, but they could 
not touch the question of legal status. ‘That 
must be done by the League of Nations, The 
League had already two organisations-—the 
Nansen Uffice, which dealt with non-German 
refugees, and a High Commissioner for the 
German refugees ; but the whole work needed 
co-ordination and called for scope and 
authority. In 1933 a Convention had been 
oy which gave certain rights to refugees, 

ut it bad not yet been passed by every 
nation. It would greatly relieve the lot of 
1efugees if that Convention were retified by 
all countries. She suggested that they should 
work for the ratification of the 1955 Conven- 
lion here.
